Nearly 200,000,000 bushels, or 
approximately one-half the entire 
Canadian wheat crop grown last sea- 
eon, was sold by the Canadian Codper- 
ative Wheat Producers, Limited, a 
farmer owned and controlied central- 
marketing agency with headquar- 
ters in Winnipeg, Man. From sixty 
to sixty-five per cent of Canada’s ex- 
pert surplus of wheat was haidied by 
this organization. In addition to the 
wheat more than 25,000,000 bushels of 


coarse grains, cats, barley, rye and 


flax, were sold cotperatively during 


- the last year, ending the last of July. 


The grain is all graded by the gov- 
ernment and the farmers who sell 
through the pool get the same price 
for grain of the same quality. For 
the 1925 crop each grower was given’ 
an initial payment of $1 a bushel last 
fall, On the basis of No. 1 northern 
wheat delivered at Port Arthur. Then 


last May each farmer was given a 
geeond payment of 20 cents a bushel, 
and in July a third payment of 20
